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1. EMBOFF INFORMED FONOFF NATO AFFAIRS CHIEF (AMBASSADOR 

DEVER) OF SENATE ACTIONS REPORTED REFTELS AND MADE POINTS CONTAINED 
PARAS 3 AND 4 OF STATE 192041. EMBOFF DREW THE CONCLUSION 
THAT DIFFERENCE IN VOTES STRONGLY INDICATES THAT REAL FOCUS OF 
US CONGRESSIONAL CONCERN IS NOT US SECURITY COMMITMENTS 
ABROAD IN THE ABSTRACT BUT RATHER THE ABSOLUTE NECESSITY FOR 
GREATER CONTRIBUTIONS BY OUR EUROPEAN ALLIES.

(CONSERVATIVE CATHOLIC DAILY), AFTER CALLING THE DEFEAT OF 

THE M ANSFIF.T ,D-CR ANSTON PROPOSAL A VICTORY FOR THE NIXON ADMIN- 
ISTRATION, OFFERS THE FOLLOWING THOUGHTS ON THE PASSAGE OF THE 
JACKSON-NUNN AMENDMENT: "THIS AMENDMENT - THERE IS NO MISTAKE 
ABOUT IT - BOTHERS PRESIDENT NIXON FAR LESS. IT CAN EVEN 
SERVE HIM IN HIS NEGOTIATIONS WITH EUROPEANS TO GET THEM TO 
TAKE A LARGER SHARE OF THE COSTS OF THE STATIONING OF TROOPS. 

IN BRIEF, IT CAN BE SUPPOSED THAT AMERICAN DIPLOMACY WILL USE
